Commercial  broiler  production  during  the  marketing  year  December  1,  1970 
through  November  30,  1971  in  the  22  States  covered  by  the  weekly  placement 
reports  totaled  2,864  million  birds,  down  1  percent  from  the  2,900  million 
produced  in  the  1970  marketing  year.   These  22  States  produced  97  percent  of 
the  Nation's  broilers  in  1970. 

The  average  price  received  for  the  1971  production  in  the  22  States  was 
13.7  cents  per  pound  live  weight,  up  from  an  average  of  13.5  cents  in  1970.  The 
gross  income  from  broiler  production  was  $1,435  million,  1  percent  more  than  the 
$1,420  million  in  1970.  The  average  live  weight  per  bird  produced  in  1971  was 
3.7  pounds,   .1  pound  heavier  than  in  1970.   The  number  of  pounds  produced  in 
the  22  States  totaled  10,497  million  pounds,  slightly  more  than  the  10,483  mil- 
lion pounds  produced  in  1970. 

There  were  2,976  million  broiler  chicks  placed  in  the  22  States  in  the  52 
week  period  from  December  1970  through  November  1971.   This  compares  with  2,998 
million  in  the  preceding  year.   Weekly  placements  reached  a  high  of  62,077,000 
chicks  during  the  week  ended  April  17.   The  low  was  recorded  during  the  week 
ended  October  30  when  47,160,000  were  placed. 

The  three  leading  States  in  the  number  of  chicks  placed  in  1971  were  Arkansas 
with  497.0  million,  Georgia  with  446.8  million  and  Alabama  with  397.9  million. 
Other  major  States  were  North  Carolina  with  297^.  5_million;  Mississippi  260.7; 
Maryland  188.8;  Texas  175.7;  Delaware  130.9;  California.  $S.  U  allll  Vn^jmia  75.8 
million.

All  future  Statistical  Reporting  Service  reports  of  "annual  p'toduc- 
tion,  disposition,   cash  receipts,  and  gross  income  estimates  for 
chickens,  eggs  and  broilers  will  be  published  on  a  December  1 
through  November  30,  marketing  year  basis.   This  is  consistent  with 
the  changes  in  the  poultry  inventory  to  December  1  in  the  recent 
modifications  of  the  poultry  estimating  program.   The  1972  releases 
will  include  comparable  data  for  1970  and  1971.   Estimates  for  1969 
and  earlier  years  will  remain  on  a  calendar  year  basis.
